water sarple sbowed a culiforrn bacteria concentyation above the norm for that system.
Subsequent water sacmies for coliform within that system indicatad that no bacteria
were present. Coliform bacteria is not a disease producing organism. Its presence raecaly
suzzests that conditions may be aperopriate for the growth of other disease carrying
organisses.
